In Holland, the numerous 
canals are necessary for hr.iry 'com- 
mercial fr-elpht traffic, boc.nuse the 
railways arc net sufficiently flcvciop- 
rd to take caro of this trattic. Most 
vlntcrs are rather mild Irom point of 
-v-lew ot one who has experienced a 
year in Carinxla, but every few years 
there is a srreat deal of frost, as 
happened in the last year. "When 
this happens, tr-insportation is thor- 
oughly dlsorfraiiir.ed. 

Many Difficulties 
À serious difficulty then arises, lor 
Jt Is Impossible to use Icebreakers, 
the canals 'bcinc narrow and there 
being numerous bridpcs and locks. 
The water, which is frc!;h. freezes 
much pconer than would snlt wafT, 
and often th? ice attains a tlilcliness 
of four or five inches. The authori- 
ties who are in care ot the ciniils 
will not allow this • to be broken by 
force, In case the cannls should be 
aariiagcd. ' 

A second problem arises from, the 
iact that many of tlif water-systems 
...ot Holland are fed from rivers which 
" •originate in Germany and. Eojgtum, 
and in the spring the ice in these 
upper rivers melts before the ice in 
the Dutch, a flow of ice downstream 
resulti"K- Tlih means that the water- 
ways of HoViiuid ::rf îlllefl with ice. 
and jams f!0(iii'p.:iy occur. Kvery 
spring the bridrcs crosrins the 
Btroams are in danger ot destruction, 
and the ferry service is tllsruptcd. 

lce-i)rcakers have here also in-oved 
diingerous to existing structures, and 
(lynamile, as Dr. Jîarnes has found 
in his work on llic !Sl J.nwrcnce, 
Jias not proved cfflcacioti.n. Innniise 
it merely breaks up small iJ tiens 
■ ot ice Avithout disturbing . the ho^y 
ot ice as a whole. 

Land Bcina Reclaimed 
Tiie liiird T,rob!em is no', ot ex- 
treme importance at the present 
time, but will broonic a.n ursr-nt mat- 
ter in a few years. Tiie government of 
IfoUand is now trying to reclaim 
parts ot the Zuidcr ;ieo by pumping 
'out the water .and making dykes. A 
•portion of the lake will be left, and 
in thl.s there Is ico in the winter. 
The icefield moves up and down, and 
cannot be removed, because it is not 
stationary, and thus the ferry service, 
which talies caro o£ train pas.wngcr.s 
from Amsterdam to tho Xorll), can- 
not be used, .and tlic train;: have to 
60 around the water.

Xcw Haven, Conn., ,1anuary 3.— 
The application of I'rofessor ]:)ougla« 
Clyde Macliito.':!!. of tho Yale Divinity 
Sciiool, for United ijtates citizenship 
was formally denied today In papers 
fiiijd by Judge Warren H. Hurrows 
with t)i9 clerk of the United States 
district court. 

The denial was based on Prof. Mac- 
Intosli's refusal to swear that he 
would bear arms In defense of tlio 
United Ktates. The professor said 
at the lime of llie coin'l jicaring on 
the qucrtlon of granting hini naturnl- 
i/.atioii papers, that ho felt convincod 
that refusal to l)car arms was mor- 
ally Jiislifluble. He .said Ills first al- 
legiance Is to Clod.

Mfo." In opening his lecture. Dr. Mc- 
Klbbcn outlined tho atomic structure 
(it the inoro common mineral elc- 
iiKMits, and then the gross mineral 
structuro ot the earth. Tho lecture 
was illustrated with diagrams and 
photographs. 

"I'lic centrosphcre or core ot 
earth is believed to bo almost 
llrely ot nlcklc and Iron, said 
McKlbbIn, "but holders of Intcr- 
national Nlcklc stock need not bo un- 
duly alarmed,, sinccj this ' tremendous 
mass lies a tliousand or so mllos be- 
low the surface, and it will probably 
never bo reached by man. The next 
l.nyor, many miles In thlokncss, con- 
sists of aluminum and silicon, but 
that too is Inacccssablc. The litho- 
sphère or tipper crust of tho eartii. in 
whicli wo aro most interested since 
wo live upon it, is composed chiefly 
ot silicon 60 per cent, aluminium, 13 
per cent. Iron oxide 0 per cent, and 
all tho other 88 elements !n varying 
compounds and In much small«r 
quantities." 

Coming dowii to common minerals 
In everyday use, . Dr. SIcKIbbIn 
showed photographs of" mines pro- 
ducing .asbestos. Iron ore, phosphates, 
coppor and sulphur. 

Rich Depeeitt Hera 
Quebec has tho richest deposits ot 
asbestos in the world amounting to 
over SO per cent of tho known supply, 
the chief mines hcin,:? at Thctford. 
Hematite and iron ore comes m-iinly 
from the hiigo open pits In IMInncsota. 
wliero it Is dug with steam shovels 
and carried directly out of tho mines 
in ralh'o.nil car.i. Oiu'c tlic .surface 
soil is .-itripped oft the underlying ore 
nsisays at 50 per cent Iron. Tiao 
largest coppor mino In tho world Is 
that at Anaconda, Mont.ana, but the 
lecturer exin-cssoil the liopo th.it In 
tho near fiitiinv Canada will develop 
even richer mine.i. 

Sulphur Mining 
Tho method, by which sulphur Is 
nilne.l li of special interest. Until 
JiiRl before tho war sulpiiur was ob- 
tained in small iinantltles from Italy. 
Vast deposits lay untouched In 
T.onlHinnn because ihoy were loo deep 
In the enrlh to mako inininvr profit- 
able. Then Iho Frasoh proce.ss was 
evolved. Tlil.s consists of slnl;ln!r a 
number of idpcs sonio hundred feet 
through tho soli and rock to the sul- 
phur beds. Supcrhc.alod stoam and 
eonipri\ssod air tiro then forced 
tliroiiKh .«01110 of Ihe jilpes. Tho sïe.im 
dlsolvcs tho sulphur and tho solution 
Is forced to the siirfaco where It flows 
into huge woodon bins. Slnco sulphur 
Is not floUiblo In water It precipitates

In his annual report presented to 
th» board of Overseers last Monday, 
President ot Harvard University stat- 
ed that "The autliorities ot Harvard 
are endeavouring to give the stud»nt 
more individual attention and at the 
same tlrao make hlin dependent upon 
his own efforts; to enlarge self-edu- 
cation under guidance." 

The I'resident described the efforts 
oC tho University to attain this Ideil. 
touching upon the various reforms 
proposed and those already 'cnsaged 
upon. In commenting on the spread 
of tho general examination system 
he says, "The conceptions underly- 
ing general examinations and the use 
ot tutors havo been making their 
way in more tliat one direction. That 
tlio scoring of credits In courses to 
be dismissed from further notice Is 
an imperfect method on education 
has at last come lo be conimonly re- 
cognized. The Idea of substitiiUng 
some final examination that, will com- 
pel a retention of kiunvlodga actiulr- 
ed and a co-ordlnatlon of its frag- 
ments for tho purpose of systematic 
thought has been making progress 
and so has the desire to glvo the 
student IndivlUual attention, gui- 
dance antl help tor such a searching 
test. 

"X number of colleges have had 
for some years a system ot so-called 
honor courses permitting more free- 
dom in work, to the h'gher grade 
.Tunlora und .Seniors, under special 
guidance and subject to a special ex- 
amination for the degree."

THE average person of to- 
day lias a much wider- and 
more varied knowledge of the 
world and its a\-]i.vs and where- 
fores than the man, say, of a 
thousand years ago. The 
former has a general back- 
ground in his mind of a great 
many discoveries that have 
been made and of .ideas that 
haye.been conceived by famous 
individuals of the' past.

A realization of it, 
iowever, comes home to us if 
R'e are ever in such a situation 
that we have, perforce, to go 
without food for a day or two. 
It takes us outside our ordinary 
experience and habits of 
thought, and nothing else seems 
to bear on it, to measure up to 
'.t in importance. 

At least once in our lives we 
txperience such an event. It 
jiappened to many men who 
taught in the War. . The diffi- 
jfltieiB -and the dangers that 
were up against, while 
ndwn and imagined in a liazy 
ifaahion long before, were then 
Jjro.ught to them with such in- 
^^ënsi.ty that they realized them 
>yividly. Such a situation tries 
our will to the utmost, for noth- 
ing that we have been accust- 
omed to seems to be worth any- 
thing, to be of any value. And 
imental panic and confusion re- 
sults if we cannot hold on to 
.Qurselves. 

:Spmetimes we see tlie differ- 
,ence between realization and 
knpwiedge of a fact in less cru- 
cial Bituations. And the more 
jftenthat we can realize a fact 
instead of merely experiencing 
tJje^be.ttcr we are able to size 
iîp^rwationB and their conse- 
iCiuences. It is the ability to do 
■this that marks out the n^en 
it^^^^ consider famous.

WORK OR BORROW? 

Each year a great many under- 
sraduBte^ at Pennsylvania and the 
hundreds of other universities 
throughout the United States are 
confronted with a serious problem- 
how can they earn enough ■ to pay 
their way through college Some of 
tbem are experienced In the ways of 
handling, outside emplo.\-ment with- 
out having It noticea.bly affect their 
scholastic work, j'et there are still 
many others who, owing to some 
financial re-adjustment, have littio 
or no such experience. 

In sn interview given to The 
Pe.mEylvanian yesterday Jlr. Fred- 
erick Ballard, a prominent Phila- 
delphia lawyer, and University 
trustee, declared that "It not in- 
freQuenUy happens ' that the de- 
termination to earn every cent ot the 
cost on a 'pay as you go* policy will, 
even though most faithfully and 
conscientiously persued, tend in a real 
measure to defeat Us own end." We 
believe this to.be undoubtedly true. 
A dotermlnation of this sort will so 
sap the physical and mental energy 
of ttie average individual that h'.z 
class work, which after ail should be 
his principal endeavor, will fall be- 
low his capa-billtles. 

Dr. Hucbner, hcaxj of the Insurance 
Department of tl:e AVharton S-.-hoo), 
each year delivers an address to 
Wharton men on the subject of bor- 
rowing In order to set through col- 
lege. Dr. Huebncr very sensibly 
stales that it is far better to borrow 
the necessary money, paying it back 
in the vcar.s .aflor gra'luatlon, than 
to try' to earn it all during the col- 
Iccc year. The Ideal method In our 
opinion, however, for a student of 
slim means is for him lo carefully 
analyze hip otvn .i,blllty and capat^Ity, 
and then to combine borrowing with 
uarning in such a. way that his 
Ktudies still remain foremost In liis 
efforts and thoughts.

RECENT SURVEY MS€SUSSES 
SCHOtASnC HONOR SYSTEM 



SjTacuto, N.r. (By Exchange Ser. 
vice)— Tho Qucatlon of atudent honor 
is ono of continual Interest to all col 
lego students, professor."!, and othors 
who must faco the problem dally. 
With the Idea in mind of brtnglnsr to 
lieht eoiïie^of the facts In the mat- 
ter of student hïnbr" In th^ examina- 
tion room arid of presenting the at- 
titudes o( various^ colleges, the 
.N'ational éludent Fedecatlon of Amer- 
ica someUmo ago sent out a question- 
naire to most of the colleges and uni- 
versities of the United States. 

The four hundred and sevcntoen re- 
plies to the questionnaire indicated 
that 160 of these colleges oivcrated 
under some kind . of an honor sys- 
tem. In 129 of tbem it was. uaed 
wholly, while In SI It was used only 
partially. Of these SI, 21 use It only 
in certain advancu classcK and seven 
employ It in certain dcpai-tinents only, 
Th« remaining three use the system 
excluElvely In such places aa the II- 
ijiary, etc., or not in connection with 
examinations. 

In the otlior 251 colleges which .sent 
rc pl:eï, al' o.Ka mi nations are conduct- 
cS under tho watchful oyes of proc- 
tors, teachers and othairs who place 
no trust in the students' honor. In 
tlieso colleges It Is Himply a case of 
the shrewder one, either student or 
proctor coming out ahead. 

Apparent Distrust ^ 
Jlowcvcr, lest the reader be un- 
duly alarmed over the apparent dis- 
trust of college etudenl.", It would be 
well to say hero that there are 10 



per cent, more colteses using the 
honor syatem now than were us ng it 
in 1912, the time of the last survey. 
Another intereatlnjf fact gleamed' from 
the survey la that the larsrer the col- 
If'Se the lesa trust put in the alu- 
de.nt. a!bo the most trusted students 
are those In colleges and unlvcrii- 
ti€.« In the South the second best 
arottp Is In the î^orthcast, and the 
West and . North, ^Central trail along 
in the order named. 

In a 8ur\-ey of ' this aort many In- 
teresting ciuestlona come up. Wc 
miffht start oft by .asking whether 
women arc more lionorable than men. 
Wo might also v/onder >vhat Influ- 
ence'- tho sizo of a school has on the 
character of Its studctnts. Does fho 
location of a college with respctt to 
centers of population and (wctlon.s of 
tlio country havi any iKarlng on the 
success or failure of the honor sys- 
tem? Whether theie queatlona will 
ever be answered dépende on the in- 
tereat of the student. The facts havo 
been presented, only the oonclualons 
remain to be drawn. 

If one reasons that the eollogo 
wh ch closes ita eyes ■to dtehonesty 
In achoIaa]tlc work is aooner or later 
ffoin^ on the rocks, one can see that 
some solution to this problem must 
be found. At tho X.S.F.A. Congress 
held Jus.t a 'year ago, a. majority of 
the deleffalCB expressed contldonco in 
•the iipllflinr powe.- of the honor ays- 
ttm. They also agreed that the aya- 
tem should ho gtveii a trial by all 
colleges, which do not iisu it now.

Columbus, Ohio, (By Kxchanffc 
Service)— Tho Ubvnry of th« Ohio 
State Archaoologtcal and Historical 
Mvisctim has tho largest and niost 
complete collootlon of Ohio Jiews- 
I>\p(MR in existence, M (ho present 
time U popFOsses nioro than 17,500 
bound vol\imes of newspapers from 
ICnstern states, dating back lo the 
early 1700's, 

The newspaper library ot the Mu- 
seum was orgianlzod June, 1925. It 
hopan on a small scale. Slany papers 
had ftccuniMlated In the paal, but 
wore nnorBanljicd and Inaccesslblo. 

The lllir.iry has a prartlL'ally com- 
plete collcoilon of tho Ohio State 
Jonrn.ll, from isii up to today's Is- 
sue. This ivipor started In AVorthlng- 
ton. Columbus became the slate 
capital in 1S1«. This newspaper, 
called AVestern IntolllKenoor, began in 
.Tilly, isu, .,i,nl suofesslvoly became 
Weslern Intelligencer and Colr.mbus 
(laretto and Ohio State Journal tip 
until April 4, 1S3(5, when It became 
the Ohio State .lourn.al. 

Tho Museum has tho Columbus 



lilvcninir Dispatch and Coltnnbus Cll- 
i^on from their beginning, and a 
iloren or nioio*' papers Ihnl were pub- 
lished In C'ohnnbiis but died. Among 
the latter I» ft complete set of the 
Ohio Statesman, established lu ISST 
and continued until 1878. There are 
also complete flics of the Natloiuil 
HtcUlgencer of AVashliigton, greatest 
of national papers In tho oarly days, 
xOilch existed from November 18U, lo 
lS(i9. 

Tho library acquired all tho ncws- 
IMPcrs accumulated In the Stnlcs Li- 
brary In 1S17. Them were tlionsnmls 
of volumes ot papers collected In the 
court bouso of the stale under a law 
po-ssed In ISRO, which required the 
county commissioners to preserve 
their local newspapers. In in;3 tho 
General Assembly amended the old 
l.%w, nnthorlKlng the. county commis- 
sioners to transfer tho papers to llio 
stale.

THE MOVIE COMES INTO ITS OWN 

^A'hen the motion picture first ap- 
peared, a score or more years ago, 
il wa.s lia.iled as the greatest force for 
Uic iiuniajiizatlon of learning since 
the development ot the printing press. 
But tho history of tho motion picture 
since its Inception has hardly been 
the history of un educational Inslru- 
ini.iU; indeed, it lias been taid by 
Kociologists that no institution in 
American life has had as pernicious 
an influence upon tho manners and 
morals of the pcoi)Ic as bos the pro- 
duct ot Holly wood't; eiiiof indiJ.slry. 
Tho fundamental urge of most of our 
proilucera lius Ijoc-n rallier blologlcjl 
lhan educational; they liavo been 
motived by'evcrything but iliu desire 
to educate the pubilo to a belter kind 
ot lite. Wo admit, that the American 
motion picture clone inucii to in- 
struct adolCsccntb iu tiu; eitniciiti of 
eey, but Uii.-) i.s h-j.i-tl\y ilje lUncI of in- 
struction wi»lcli was foreseen by ttio 
early panegyrists of tho motion pic- 
ture. 

AVith liie activent of the talking pic- 
ture the opportunities for Ir.in.-ififniiig 
the niolioii piulurc (runi liljiUo lo the 
.sciioolroojii l-.ave been infinituly in- 
cre-assU. Anil .Mr. William l''ux pro- 
poses to ttccomplisli thi$i transfer by 
the generous employment of his for- 
tune in j)ropagatIng movies of the 
tducalioiial v;iri.(;ly. "Jidiicatioiiul" 
moviij.s have aluayn )iie>aiil tlial most 
lnsidloii.i ty|jo of two-reftler wliicli 
fllla tiie gap belwoon the news reel 
and tho feature picture by Jnllinllns 
lliu .•uidlonco Into tijo p}^st6rlcB of 



ropc-maklng, or acquainting it with 
the mode ot llfo of the coral l.slands 
of Polynesl.i— lo llio accompaniment 
of an asthmatic pipe organ. Mr. Fox 
intends to use tlio cinema In a slightly 
different fashion; he wants to give 
the talking picture tho same import 
ance in pedagogy as the text-book 
now has. His plan '"calls for tho pro- 
duction ot 'talkies' first to repl.-ice tho 
recitation methods with pictures In 
whloh the foremost educators will 
conduct courses, thus allowing the 
children to loom their lessons in halt 
the usual- time." 

Of course, wo are confident that 
Mr. Fox's prime interest is not In 
time-saving for the oJiildren, thereby 
allowing them more time' on the pave- 
ments; wo believe that his purpose 
transcends the application of indus- 
trial methods to education. Mr. Kox's 
altruistic venture can accomplish a 
great deal of good in modern educa 
tion, but this good can hardly be tho 
result of saving time for the children, 
It Mr. Fox can understand that the 
greatest possibility of utilizing the 
movie in pedagogy lies in making tho 
children spend more time more pleas 
antly, he will undoubtedly do great 
things for the youth of the nation.
